Drawings 



1 . The proposed drawing corrections were received on March 1 1 , 2002. These drawing 
changes are approved by the examiner. 



2. Claims 13 and 14 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. 
See MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 13 and 14 have not been further treated on the 
merits. 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 



States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by the 

printed publication F2000A100 to Miyajima et al. 

Also note that Miyajima et al shows an internal combustion engine in which a 
fuel is injected into a cylinder using a fuel injection valve having an injection hole outlet 
opening with a restriction wall which restricts the movement of fuel so that the fuel 
attains a component along the circling direction as shown in figure 3. 

4. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Miyajima 
et al. (6,453,872) 



Claim Objections 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1. 132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Also note that Miyajima et al. shows an internal combustion engine in which a fuel is 
injected into a cylinder using a fuel injection valve having an injection hole outlet opening with a 
restriction wall which restricts the movement of fuel so that the fuel attains a component along 
the circling direction as shown in figure 2B and the angles as shown in figure 3A. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Okamoto (6,668,793) and Miyajima et al. (6,345,601) both show fuel injection valves 
in the general state of the art of the invention.
